Orchids and many other plants from the "Big Cypress" region of the 
"Deep Everglades" usually have a gray or whitish growth on them, 
which is merely tropical lichens and absolutely harmless. Examine 
under a magnifying glass and you will see beautiful plants, of the 
lower order, living togethcr.

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ORCHIDS - TERRESTRIAL 


Vanilla praentha - 8 to 10 in. cuttings, 2 eyes -50¢, available soon. 

Vanilla articulata (barbellata) - Leafless vine orchid, flowers 
white, purple and yellow, fragrant - 8 to 10 in. cuttings - at 
least 2 eyes .50¢. 

Vanilla planifolia (fragrans) - The vanilla of commerce, beautiful 
vine orchid - fast grower in leaf mold or osmunda - 8 to lz in.

Bletia tuberosa - Lovely, palm leaved orchid with multiplying bulbs 
and loose panicles of many lavender blossoms on tall stems.

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ORCHIDS ~ EPIPHYTIC 


All such orchids grow, as is, if taken on wood otherwise pot in rotten 
wood, osmunda or other loose fiber. All are blooming size but size 

of plant is determined by species. Some are small and some large 

by nature. Keep in humid atmosphere and avoid direct watering except 
by spray. 


Cyrtopodium punctatum (a curved foot that punctures). A mammoth of 
the orchid family, most robust and easy to grow orchid native 
to the United States - South Florida only. A real spray orchid 
with long spreading panicles of yellow, black and brown spotted 
blossoms, very showy even when not in bloom with large bulbs 
and palm like leaves.

Vittaria Lineate - grass or beard fern. Very rare and found growing 
on sabal palms in remote places.

The limbs of the trees are covered 
with plant life, the abundance of each item depending upon the partic- 
ular swamp. There will be orchids in variety, some rare and hard to 
spot, air plants or bromeliads, ferns, moss and lichens. 


One of the most attractive items one could have in greenhouse or 
solarium would be a limb from one of these trees, cut with all its 
plant life thriving. You may have specimens 5 to 5 inches in diameter 
at $2.50 per foot up to 100 feet.
